TORRANCE A. B. Smith, dis­ 
trict manager for Pacific Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Co., drop- 

0 ped Into the. Press office the. oth­ 
er day in response to an article 
printed about the effort of West 
Torrance Improvement Associa­ 
tion to get unified telephone ser­ 
vice.

Mr. Smith said that the. Public 
Utilities Commission does not 
recognize municipal boundaries, 
in setting up the limits of vari­ 
ous telephone exchanges.

We reply, to quote a reader 
0 living In south Torrance:

"The. Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion's first Job is to look out for 
the people.

"Why should it cost me from
  10 cents to 13 cents to call an- 

* other number in Torrance? Why 
should it be necessary to under­ 
go the delay of going through 

^ several exchanges to get the de­ 
sired party who lives within a 
few blocks of our home?" 

£ The Press reports many re- 
^ sponses to its effort to provide 

better telephone servcle, a uni­ 
fied exchange, and to sum up 
the attitude of the readers, pre­ 
sents this finding:

"Perhaps the telephone com­ 
pany and the Public Utilities 
Commission do not recognize mu­ 
nicipal boundaries. But, did they 
ever see a city grow? Is it rea­ 
sonable to expect that when Tor- 

^ ranee is filled with homes, which 
* it will be despite some efforts 

to the contrary, and has a popu­ 
lation, say of 100,000 to 200,000 
persons, that a quarter of the 
population will be served out of 
the Lomita exchange, another 
quarter out of the Menlo ex­ 
change, another quarter out of 
the Associated company's Re- 
dondo exchange, and the rest out 
of Torrance? Shall toll be charg- 
:d for calls across the street 

>m* Instances? What a- 
ile! The exchange setup now 

based upon serving a few sparse­ 
ly settled communities. The fact 
is that Torrance has 19V2 square 
miles in which to grow. That is 
as much territory as has Long 
Beach, Pasadena or Glendale.

"Are we going to have a con­ 
fused telephone service, with four
 eparate exchanges serving Tor­ 
rance ?"

W« asked Mr. Smith: "What 
plans have you for the future.? 
How will you handle this situa­ 
tion. Perhaps you have, an ans­ 
wer. Your company should be 
planning for unified telephone
 ervice now! What are your
plans?"

New Copter 
Service Seen

Clearing the way for improved 
helicopter air mail service to 
Torranre and the Los Angeles 
metropolitan area, the Civil Aer­ 
onautics Administration granted 
authority to Los Angeles Air­ 
ways to fly helicopters day and 
night tinder instrument condi­ 
tions.

Heretofore, the h e 11 c o p t ers 
were prohibited from operating 
either day or night when the 
ground wns obscured. 
15-MINIITK PERIOD

Pilots of Los Angeles Airways 
now will be permitted to resort 
to instruments for periods not 
exceeding 15 minutes when mov­ 
ing through atmospheric condi­ 
tions that obstruct vision.

Clarence M. Belinn, president 
of Los Angeles Airways, the na­ 
tion's pioneer helicopter service, 
declared the CAA's action would 
have the immediate effect of 
speeding up delivery of air mail 
to Torrance, Los Angeles and 
other areas.

Belinn said the long-range ef­ 
fect of the CAA action will be 
to pave the way for helicopter 
passenger taxi service in metro­ 
politan areas and step up federal 
action In equipping ronfs of post- 
offices as landing sites for heli­ 
copter* delivering mail.

He did not say how installing 
parking meters would provide 
more parking space.

Here's how: They will provide 
more parking space by driving 
business to other cities and shop­ 
ping centers. That leaves lots of 
empty parking space and empty 
stores.

"Is that what. Walker wants, 
to drive our customers away?" 
asked one retailer. "Oh, for an 
aggressive Chamber of Com­ 
merce. Why can't we have one 
here?"

The Press calls attention of 
its readers to the issue of a few 
weeks ago in which it was sug­ 
gested that the city build an au­ 
tomobile parking building on its 
property at Cravens and El 
Prado, install parking meters in 
the building and pay for it that 
way.

Keep the streets free, for they 
are free, customers urge. The 
police are doing a good Job of 
enforcing the traffic laws, they 
agree.

Provide parking in a big off- 
street facility, pay for It with 
meters, but do not let parking 
meters get a toe-hold on streets 
of Torrance, one merchant said.

"We need to attract business 
here, not drive it away," he de­ 
clared.

Top Heavy 
School 
Load Hit

Charges that the Board of 
Education I* paying $120,000 a 
year to administrative person­ 
nel who never come In actual 
contact \vlth school children 
were voiced Monday night by 
A. Beasley, of Walteria. at the 
West Torrnnre Improvement 
Association meeting.
Beasley said that the admin­ 

istrative personnel include some 
six assistants to Dr. .T. H. Hull, 
superintendent of schools.

"Bureaucrats in Washington," 
said Beasley, "are just pikers 
compared with the bureaucracy 
which exists in our Torrance 
schools.

"We wouldn't mind." Beasley 
said, "if they build schools with 
the $2,000,000 bond issue, but the 
Board of Education readily ad­ 
mits that when the schools are 
built they still will be on double 
sessions.

"The school board is only as 
good as the people it represents, 
and if the people know what the 
situation is, they should do 
something about it."

Blount Noses Out 
Benstead in Tally

Possibility of a recount of Torrance municipal election 
returns was indicated yesterday as final totals given by the 
City Clerk's office indicated that Willys Blount had nosed out 
Vie Benstead for City Council by the close vote of 1421 to 
1414. Harvey Spelman was high man, elected with 1572 votes. 

No candidate received « ma-*
jority vote.

The recount possibility involv- 
d asserted irregularities in Pre­ 

cinct No. 7, at 1323 Beech ave­ 
nue, where totals varied as much 
as 16 votes. Six votes were re­ 
distributed, and ten ballots un­ 
accounted for between original 
returns and the final tabulation 
as turned into the office of City 
Clerk A. H. Bartlett.

The discrepancy is sufficient 
to change the positions of the 
Benstead and Blount.

A light vote was cast, the to­ 
tal being only 3346 out of a to­ 
tal of 8000 qualified electors.

City Clerk A. H. Bartlett was 
swept back into office, with 2187 
votes to Robert Lee's 1491. Mar­ 
garet Fordice was reelected City 
Treasurer by 1910 to 1735 votes. 

The bus sale proposal was 
soundly defeated.

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Vote Hears
TORRANCE -With the muni­ 

cipal election out of the way for 
another two years, interest is 
turning to the Board of Educa­ 
tion election of May 19.

Three incumbent members, Dr. 
Howard A. Wood, Mrs. Evelyn 
Carr and Judge John A. Shidler, 
have filed for re-election.

Filing closes April 19, next 
Wednesday, and several candi­ 
dates have been mentioned.

One is Councilman A. L. Jack­ 
son, who did not seek re-election 
to the City Council but who is 
said to be considering running 
for the Board of Education.

Another is J. A. Beasley, Wal­ 
teria business man who has been 
reported in and out of the race 
several times.

B. J. Michaels, also of Wal­ 
teria, is among those mentioned.

The name of Frank S. Selover, 
who conceived and directed the 
successful campaign to with­ 
draw from Ixis Angeles city 
schools, has been mentioned, but 
Selover told the Press that his 
duties as executive secretary of 
the Harbor Area Employers' 
Council keep him out of Tor­ 
rance too much of the time. Be­ 
sides, he said, he did not care to 
run against his friends on the 
Board at this time.

Readied
C. Donglass Smith, city at­ 

torney, IH expected to have the 
ordinance banning the opera­ 
tion of pin ball and marble 
games from Torrance ready 
for the next meeting of the 
City Council, It was reported 
yesterday.
Gambling interests who belit­ 

tled the effort of Parent-Tearhe.r 
groups and the Press to outlaw 
the machines in Torrance felt 
securely certain that the issue 
was just an election "device," 
and that the campaign would be 
dropped.

"Absolutely not," one mother 
who said she had discovered that 
her child had spent his hmch 
money each dav for many 
months on the marble games, 
said, "We are in this fight until 
every pin ball game or marble 
table is out of Torrance. They 
are considered gambling devices 
elsewhere, and if they are found 
to be such in other cities, they 
are gambling devises in Tor­ 
rance, no matter what the ssm- 
blers themselves say."

City Attorney Smith has been 
polling other cities in regard to 
their ordinances against marblw 
games. Los Angeles. Long Beact. 
and Santa Monica are a 
nearby cities where the 
games have been banned for 
years because of their use for 
gambling and due also to their 
bad influence on children.

Operators themselves will ad­ 
mit that the. infamous "<»ne ball'* 
machine is nothing more than a. 
"one armed bandit." as far as 
any skill in its operation is c6n- 
cerned.

The City Council voted unani­ 
mously a few weeks ago to in­ 
struct the City Attorney to drafe 
an ordinance outlawing the 
games, and supporters of th* 
anti-pinhall movement have con- 
fidence that it will be adoutM 
when presented at the next 
meeting, or in the near future.

Gambling interests are ex­ 
pected to oppose the ordinance 
vigorously.
